The Spanish government drive 


into insurgent siege lines west and 
northwest of Madrid today threat- 
ened the safety of thousands of in- 
surgents outside the capital's gates. 


Insurgent ,forces 
which' have 


been besieging the city for more 
than eight months were in danger 
of being cut off by the offensive. 
The government attack reached a 
point 15 miles south of Madfid and 
drove a wedge toward Navalcar- 
nero, an important insurgent sup- 
ply base. 


Official insurgent sources declar- 


ed "we have established a power- 
ful line of fire against the enemy 
drive," and said the government 
had lost more than 10,000 dead and 
wounded in the offensive aimed to 
break the siege of Madrid. 


Near Valencia, three government 


warships and an insurgent cruiser 
waged a naval battle, but shore 
witnesses said none of the vessels 
appeared to have been hit 


Britain Anxious

Washington—tf>— President Roo- 


sevelt vetoed today a bill to extend 
for two years low interest rates on 
federal land bank loans. 


In a message to the house an- 


nouncing his action, he said the veto 
was based on a general lowering of 
farm mortgage interest rates, an in- 
crease in the ability of farmers to 
pay interest and on the administra- 
tion policy of trying to balance the 
budget during the fiscal year 1938. 


The bill also would broaden the 


field of loans on which interest re- 
ductions were granted by including 
a 4 per cent rate on land bank com- 
missioner loans. This would be a cut 
from 5 per cent 


Explaining that a majority of 


these loans were on second mort- 
gages and that there were 
other 


"factors of risk" involved, the presi- 
dent said the 5 per cent rate was not 
excessive. 


The bill would have extended 


through this fiscal year the 3.5 per 
cent rate on federal land bank loans 
and through the second year, ending 
June 30, 1939. would have provided 
a 4 per cent rate. 


No Reason For Subsidy 


"I believe," the chief executive 


told the house, "that there is no jus- 
tification for continued government 
subsidy of federal land bank inter- 
est rates below the unprecedentedly 
low rate these banks are now offer- 
ing farmer-borrowers on a busi- 
ness basis. 


"Furthermore the ability of farm- 


ers to pay interest at the rates pro- 
vided for in their mortgages with 
the federal land banks has been 
very substantially improved, due to 
an increase of more than 100 per 
cent in the level of farm 
prices 


since the emergency period of 1932- 
33. 


Discussing costs involved in con- 


tinues low rates. Mr. Roosevelt said 
"the reduction of the rates of inter- 
est on federal land bank loans to 3J 
per cent for the fiscal year 1938 and 
to 4 per cent for the fiscal year 1939, 
as required by the bill for loans 
made, through national farm loan 
associations, would, it is estimated, 
necessitate payments from the trea- 
sury in the amount of approximate- 
ly $31.700.000 for the former year 
and S21.200.000 for the latter, a total 
of $52,900,000."

Based on such rulings as have 


been formally announced, Mrs. Roo- 
sevelt was poorly advised when she 
made a contract to sell her services 
for $1 and then assigned $4,000 of in- 
come for her weekly broadcast to 
other parties. The rules of the In- 
ternal Revenue bureau have been 
that income even for charity cannot 
be assigned. 


But assuming that there is now 


somewhere in the Internal Revenue 
bureau a secret ruling which makes 
it proper for a taxpayer to do what 
Mrs. Roosevelt did, the question 
then will be asked why Represen- 
tative Hamilton 
Fish saw fit to 


bring the matter to public attention. 
The answer is that many of the oth- 
er taxpayers whose names ,were 
dragged into the limelight did what 
they thought was legal too and that 
the board of tax appeals had ruled 
was legal yet the administration did 
not hesitate to pillory those indi- 
viduals. 


Now there are some persons who 


undoubtedly evaded the law and 
are subject to penalty. 
For them 


there is nb sympathy. There is curi- 
osity as to why the treasury depart- 
ment waited so long to reveal what 
has happened and also why the 
treasury didn't proceed long ago in 
the proper way to prosecute these 
cases instead of trying them out fn 
the headlines. 


Many observers are saying, "after 


all, however, Mrs. Roosevelt did 
what she did in order to benefit 
charities and not for personal gain." 


Have One Standard 


That is true and the president's 


wife deserves every commendation 
lor going to all the trouble she does 
to earn money for charity. Hers is 
a. fine example of generosity and 
public spirit. 
i 


But, on the other hand., is' Mrs. 


Roosevelt to be judged by • one 
standard and the other taxpayers by 
another? Take the case of Alfred P. 
Sloan, Jr. He was revealed to have 
been giving $250,000 a year to char- 
ity. He and his wife were reported 
to be paying somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $1,500,000 in taxes 
to the federal government last year 
Is such a man to be. credited with 
improper motives and to be sub- 
jected to headline attack'just be- 
cause the technical experts differ on 
whether an item of depreciation and 
insurance on his boat was or was 
not correct? By some experts it is 
estimated that his tax would not 
have been increased by about $ 12,- 
000 per year and certainly not in ex- 
cess of $25,000. Is a man who gives 
$250,000 a year to charity and $1 - 
590,000 to the treasury in taxes to be 
adjudged a tax dodger because of a 
technical dispute over an item of 
depreciation, especially when his 
attorneys advised him that he was 
entitled to the deduction as a re- 
sult of the treasury's own rulings? 


President Roosevelt himself dis- 


cussed with the newspaper corre- 
spondents three years ago this sub- 
ject of depredation and told how he 
had taken a deduction on a bam 
which was built in revolutionary 
war times. He spoke of it as an ex- 
ample of weaknesses ittthe law. He 
ought not by any means to be call- 
ed a tax-dodger because of this but 
it certainly indicates that he him- 
self took every legal deduction to 
which he was entitled. 


Otter taxpayers are < now being 


branded as tax-dodgers for doing 
the same thing. Why? Because the 
administration believes in a policy 
of "smearing** those who disagree 
with its views. Of all the names 
furnished to the congressional hear- 
ings by the treasury department 
nearly all were persons who had 
been opposing the administration. 
That's 
why 
Congressman Fish 


thought it was about time in the in- 
terests of fair play to show that 
other persons high up in the admin- 
istration were using legal loopholes 
too. 


The tax evader*, who did some- 


thing illegal, were lumped together 
with the tax .voider*, who, of 
course, complied with the law. No 
effort was made to distinguish these 
two groups. Obviously tu loopholes 
should be plugged. But it will be 
*o««»d in all candor why was « 
necessary for the president to or- 
Kjdieys Mist

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der his secretary of the treasury to 
give specific name* at the tax hear 
ings? Would not the same purpose 
have been served by numbering or 
lettering the cases and giving al 
the pertinent details? 
This would 


have satisfied the needs of congress 
from the standpoint of*legislating t 
plug loopholes. 


The fact that thlc fair plan was 


not used and that instead the ad- 
ministration sought to mar the rep- 
utation for integrity of some of the 
most respected citizens in the coun- 
try, is a blot that will not soon be 
erased. Perhaps under the code o: 
"all is fair in politics," the course 
taken will be considered justified in 
the minds of the president and his 
advisers. But if such a position is 
adopted, the administration must be 
prepared for a relentless attack on 
its own personnel wherever they 
may be vulnerable. 


Even the president will then not 


find himself immune from such 
criticism by opposition members of 
congress. For while the committee 
voted not to go into the personal af 
fairs of the president at the tax in- 
quiry out of respect for his office, it 
will be noted that no such consider- 
ation was given by the president to 
the citizens whose names 
were 


dragged into the headlines by his 
orders. Even in the case of those 
who probably committed fraud m 
evading taxes, the proper procedure 
was to try them in a court of law 
where they could defend themselves 
and not in the headlines. 
That's 


simple justice but it's the kind un- 
happily that politically minded peo- 
ple hereabouts have been inclined 
to believe should be made obsolete

one of Wisconsin's most eminent 
historians and superintendent of the 
itatc historical society, turned his 
attention to Winnebago county and 
the Lake Winnebago basin in the 
fourth volume of the Wisconsin 
Domesday Book" series, just pub- 
lished, and presents an illuminating 
chapter 
on 
"Wisconsin's Twin 


Cities," Neenah and Menasha. 


In a complete chapter, Dr. Schaf- 


er discusses the history and the so- 
cial and economic importance in 
the Valley area of the two indus- 
trial cities. 


"The site of Neenah." he writes, 


"at first called Winnobago Rapids, 
was selected by the United States 
Indian office after the treaty of 1831 
for a center from which to civilize 
the Menominee, and a group of 
buildings was erected there appar- 
ently during the years 1834-35-36, 
which included a rnuley sawmill 
and a small gristmill." 


But the history of the community 


really began, he points out, when 
a company of speculators and cap- 
italists arrived from the east to 
make up a deficiency in capital and 
credit which had been retarding 
economic expansion. 


Organize Company 


Harvey Jones, capitalist, and his 


brother Loyal H. Jones, of Glover- 
ville. New York, who came in 1846 
soon saw to it that a commercial 
company was organized for the de- 
velopment of the water power of 
the area. The company consisted 
of Harvey Jones, Loyal H. Jones, 
Harrison Reed, Charles Roty, (son 
of James Duane Doty) and Curtis 
Reed, brother of Harrison Reed. 


"Here then we have the true be- 


ginning of the history of the Twin 
Cities." according to Schafer. This 
capitalist combination "was a com- 
bination of the Jones family, 
the 


Doty family and the Reed family, 
all residents, and all concerned with 
sppculative promotion." 


Just before the 
Civil War, Dr. 


Schafer notes, 
both Neenah and 


Menasha "were growing under the 
impulse of the expectation 
that 


their water power would make 
them places of importance. New 
settlers were arriving, general busi- 
ness developing, surrounding lands 
becoming 
occupied by 
pioneer 


farmers. Plank roads were being 
laid down, especially 
one 
from 


Menasha 
to 
Kaukauna. 
which 


served as a busy highway during 
the period when navigation was 
obstructed at Kaukauna Rapids." 


Became Milling Center 


Beginning in 1860 the manufac- 


turing progress of both cities was 
extraordinarily rapid, says Schaf- 
ter, but this was only the beginning 
for the next decade saw the devel- 
opment of a new and important 
industrial enterprise, flour milling. 
Both towns became milling centers.

nate to Neenah in flour production,

Included in that budget, the big- 


gest 
since 
pre-depression 
days, 


were provisions for partial restor- 
ation of salary cuts of all employes 
of the institution, who 
number 


slightly over 2,700. and complete 
restoration of salaries up to $3,- 
000. a much mooted question in the 
last few years, and salary raises for 
687 employes, two thirds, of them 
on the 
non-instructional 
staff, 


amounting to $102,000. 


The salary restoration is so ar- 


ranged that it will benefit all facul- 
ty members and employes of the 
university, but will work the great- 
est benefit to the lower paid, those 
up to $3.000. The budget provides 
that waivers will be abolished dur- 
ing the next year on the first $3,000 
of all salaries.- so that those under 
that figure will not suffer any cuts, 
while those above will waive only 
from $3,000 up 


AH Will Benefit 


Thus a teacher or employe of 


the university whose base salary is 
$3,000, but who under the waiver 
system received only $2,520 for his 
year's work, will from now on get 
his complete salary, or $3,000. On 
the first $1.000 or fraction above 
$3.000 the cut this year will be 15 
per cent; on the second $1,000 above 
$3.000 the cut will be 20 per cent, 
while on the part over $5.000 the 
cut will be 25 per cent. Thus even

the employe or teacher whose base 
salary is $10.000. but who has been 
receiving only $8.010 under the wai- 
ver system, will get $8.400 jtiext 
year, an increase of $390. propor- 
tionately smaller than the lower 
bracket restorations.

Need Intelligent Plan 


Before Hand Is Played 


BY ELY CCLBEKTSON 


Nothing is more important than 


making an intelligent plan before 
you begin to play a hand as de- 
clarer. The following steps repre- 
sent the principal points that you 
should consider before you even 
play from 
dummy to the first 


trick: 


Always mentally review the bid- 


ding, for every time an opponent 
makes a bid he gives you some in- 
formation as to the number of hon- 
or tricks he holds and the distri- 
bution of his hand. Also study the 
card led. which has a conventional 
meaning. The information you de- 
rive from these sources will aid 
you in deciding whether or not fi- 
nesses and other suit-establishment 
plays will be successful. 


1. Count the number of tricks 


you must lose immediately, and 
the number of possible losers. 2. 
Look for a suit in which either you 
or dummy can establish long suit 
winners or high cards. 
3. Look 


for a short suit which can be turn- 
ed into a void, and for otherwise 
worthless trumps. This will per- 
mit the establishment of ruffers. 
When planning to ruff losers, as- 
sume that the opponents will lead 
trumps each time it is their turn 
to lead. If they can exhaust trumps 
from the hand in which you wish 
to ruff, you cannot establish ruf- 
fers. 
4. Consider a finesse or a 


play for a drop to establish as a 
winner a card which you cannot 
discard or ruff. 
5. 
Always re- 


member that it does not help you 
to establish winners (or to elimi- 
nate losers) if the opponents can 
first establish and win the setting 
tricks. Time-value every proposed 
line of play. 6. Almost every play 
by which you establish winners re- 
quires that the lead come from a 
certain hand. 
Make certain that j 


you save enough entries to the 
right hand to carry out your plan. 
If sufficient entries are not readily 
available you must create entries. 


Counting Winners 


In nine hands out of ten that are 


played at suit contracts, it is easier 
for declarer to count his losers and 
then look for plays which may sal- 
vage the 
necessary number of 


tricks than, to count winners. In 
the tenth 
hand, however, this 


method is not the most satisfactory. 
Consider the following hand: 


North, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable.

ing that the diamond finesse was 
vital, immediately . led a diamond 
toward dummy. When 
the jack 


held, a count of winners would 
have disclosed that the contract 
was as good as made, unless the 
trumps were divided badly, with 
five or more in one hand. 
The 


proper play was to lead to the nine 
of spades and ruff a heart, then to 
overtake 
<he 
spade king, draw 


trumps, discarding diamonds, and 
finally to take a second diamond 
finesse. 


As actually played, however, it 


appeared that declarer relaxed the 
moment the first diamond finesse 
succeeded. 
He drew trumps and. 


confident that East would not have 
held up his diamond king the first 
time, since it would have been a 
setting trick, gayly took a second 
diamond finesse. 
Of course it 


worked, but 
when the diamond 


king failed to drop on the ace. de- 
clarer still was one vital trick from 
home. 


This is one of those extremely 


simple hands on which even good 
players go astray. 
Counting 
the 


diamond finesse as proved, it is 
necessary only to count four club 
tricks, three diamonds, and four 
spades to see that a heart ruff is 
necessary for the twelfth trick.

After taking one or more long 


flights, the queen chooses the place 
where she will make her home. 
Then she rubs or bites off her wings 
and settles down. She knows there 
will be no more need for wings. Her 
task from that day onward is to 
lay eggs, and to do anything else 
which may be needed for the" wel- 
fare of her colony. 


Certain oblong, light-colored ob- 


jects often are called "ant-eggs," 
but they arc not really eggs. They 
are "cocoons." and we could guess 
they were not eggs from the fact 
that they are larger than ants. The 
true cgss are tiny white "specks." 
They are licked by the queen moth- 
er or by the workers, and it has 
been observed that they grow in 
size during the weeks before they 
hatch. 


The c^ss hatch into 'larvae." 


worm-like creatures 
which look 


something like small grub worms. 
The larvae have no legs, and would 
be helpless unless fed by the queen 
or the workers. 


Later 
the 
larvae 
turn 
into 


"nymphs" which look almost like 
ants except that they are white and 
their legs are folded closely against 
their bodies. In many ant families, 
but not in all of them, the nymphs 


spin silk 
covers for 
themselves. 


When that happens, they become 
the cocoons which ants so often 
carry from 
place to place. When 


danger comes the ants picks up the 
cocoons and try to take them to a 
safer place. Ants also move cocoons 
to put them in warmer places. 


Some nymphs can bite or break 


their way out of their silken cov- 
erings. Others could not get out if 
adult ants did not bite through the 
cover. 


After her flight, the queen some- 


times returns to her old nest Then 
she does not have to worry about 
anything except laying eggs. The 
workers feed the larvae and care 
for the nymphs. 


In a beehive, the queen is not 


willing to have any other queen 
around the place. Young queens 
must get out of the way or risk be- 
ing stung to death. Often, however. 
a young queen flies away safely 
with a swarm of worker bees. 


In an ants' nest there may be sev- 


eral queens, all laying eggs and all 
getting along very well with one 
another. 


Ants are full-grown 
when they 


come from the cocoons. The males 
and the queens have their wings at 
that time. 


Male ants are short-lived, and 


seldom live longer than three' or 
four weeks. The workers, on the 
other hand, often live six or seven 
years. Careful study of queens has 
proved that' they sometimes 
live 


from 15 to 17 years.

To Maintain Balance 


Phosphorus. Dr. Charles E. Kellog 


of the United States Department of 
Agriculture informed R. C. Swans- 
on. Outagamie county agricultural 
adjustment agent, 
today, is the 


most important plant 
food most 


commonly 
deficient in 
country 


soils. 
This results from farmers 


taking out about 
three times as 


much phosphate as they are put- 
tins in. Swanson was told. 


To restore phosphorus to the ag- 


ricultural soils, farmers rely on pro- 
cessed rock phosphate. Dr. Kellogg 
reports that American farmers are 
now applying as fertilizer less than 
1.750.000 tons of rock phosphates a 
year. He estimates that to balance 
the annual loss of phosphates would 
require the spreading of not less 
than 5.000.000 tons a year. The Unit- 
ed States also exports about 1.000.- 
000 tons a year. 


In nature, phosphates in thc soil 


tend to remain in balance because 
the remains of plants and animals 
return to the soil. Cultivated crops 
need, on thc average, considerable 
more phosphorus 
than 
natural 


growth. Under cultivation the phos- 
phate reserve tends to move toward 
the citaes in the form of foods and 
materials and thus are lost to the 
croplands. Erosion, also, causes a • 
heavy drain on phosphates, since!
